Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 , 9, 14, 15, 18, 22-24, 27-35 and 37-39 and 41-44.are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious 
over Bienmuller et al. 6,780,905. 

3. Bienmuller et al. describe granulating polybutylene terephthalate, melamine 
cyanurate, bisphenol A diphosphate and montan wax from column 12, Iine28, through 
column 13, line 15. The bisphenol Adiphosphate contains triphenyl 

phosphate. See column 10, lines 38-54. All properties are inherent in the composition. 
Applicants* claims are not novel. In the alternative, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art; at the time the invention was made, to select applicants' 
ingredients from a list of equivalents.

4. Claims 36 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Weschetal. 4,123,587. 

5. Wesch et al. teach granules in claim 1 , melamine polymers in claim 4, 
phosphorus compounds in claim 7 and phenolic resins in column 2, lines 65-68. 
Applicants 1 claims are not novel.

6. Claims 2-8 and 10-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
